ESCAPE OP "FOED AHOIiTZ." 


He Walked Out of Jail Saturday 


Night and is Tet at Liberty. 


Something of a stir in official circles 


was caused Sunday morning when the 


tartling discovery wan made that Fred 
Aheltz had escaped from the debtor's cell 
in the county jail and had fled to parts 
unknown. Fred was convicted at the 
ast term of court under an indictment 
or forgery, and, was sentenced under the 
'erdict to one year at hard labor in the 
penitentiary. He took the case before 
he Supreme Court find since that action 
las been in jail waiting for that court to 
render a decision in his case, which will 
)e forthcoming within a week at Ottawa. 


Mr. Aholtz was indicted for forgery in 


wo oases, charged with signing the name 


>f George Stare to appeal bonds without 
he knowledge or consent of Stare. 'He 
got into this trouble through a long series 


>f law suits. 


THE ESCAPE. 


In June last Dr. Drnry, the county 


>hysician, told Sheriff Mauzy that Aholtz 
ihould be given a more comfortable place 
han the body of the jail; that if he was 
sept there he would die. His eyes were 
sertainly in Very bad shape and were 
ughly inflamed. Part of the time he 
was unable to see. The sheriff saw 
udge Hughes and State's Attorney Vail, 
neither of whom had any objection to 
ilacing Aholtz in the debtor's cell, the 
upper room directly over the jail office, 
he door to which is fastened by a com- 
non lock. Accordingly the change was 
made, much to the satisfaction of Fred, 
who had the apartment all to himself,

fleeting his escape, but the sequel shows 
hat he had been planning to get away 
rom the time his eyes became diseased. 
Saturday night at about 8 o'clock he 
[iiietly opened the door of his cell, prob- 
,bly with a duplicate key procured in 
ome manner at present unknown, walked 
hrough the upper hall to the stairway 
nd descended quickly to the kitchen in 
he basement, passing southward to the 
ellar beneath the stone part of the jail, 
mil going out into the yard through an 
ipon basement window, scudding away 
'nst or west on Washington street. While 
iLoltz wiis getting away the residence 
ait of the jail and the jail office were 
Humiliated and everything was quiet, 
larry Midkiff, Willie Foster and another 
oung man were in the room directly east 
if the office. They heard footsteps, and 
"arne out to discover who was going 
hrongh the hall. They looked out in 
,he yard, at the front and at the west 
lido, but saw no one. Then the girl called 
'rom the kitchen, stating that some one 
Mid gone through that apartment. By 
,his time Sheriff Mauzy was on the scene 


th (i dark lantern aiding in the search, 


ml as the prisoner had made good his 
escape through the window, of course all 
'ailed to see anybody. The sheriff went 
n among the prisoners and looked into 
every cell, but found no one missing. It 
did not occur to him that Aholtz had 
escaped and he didn't think of looking 
nto his cell. He had every confidence 
n Ahollz, and at no time believed that 
he would try to break jail, because the 


man seemed satisfied with his room 


and was confident that the Supreme 
Court would give him a new trial. The 
sheriff finally came to the conclusion that 
some thief in search of something to eat 
had entered the kitchen and had fled 
when discovered by the girl. 


Sunday morning it was found that 


Aholtz had escaped, and the manner of 
his departure at once dawned upon the 
sheriff and his assistants. 


A NOTE OF- FABEWELIi. 


In the room Mr. Aholtz left a charac- 


teristic note addressed to the sheriff. In 
it he begged the sheriff's pardon for giv- 
ing him the slip, and declared that he 
could not bear to lie in jail any longer. 
He begged that no effort be made to 
hunt him down, for he would return as 
soon as the Supreme Court derided on 
his case. He further wrote that his wife 
nor no one else had anything to do with 
his escape, but that it was the result of 
his own plan. He also wrote that it was 
a hazel brush jury that convicted him, 
and that he was not guilty of forgery. 


It is learned that since June Mr. 


Aholtz has been arranging to have his 
bondsmen, David Garver and Ezekiel 
Howell, surrender him to the sheriff, and 
this was accomplished on August 22, one 
week ago. Aholtz was under bonds in 
the case on which he was convicted, and 
was also under bonds in another forgery 
case. He must have been confident that 
he would get away, but first wanted to 
release his bondsmen from all responsi- 
bility. 


The Sheriff and MarshM Mason are 


making every possible effort to capture 
Aholtz, but thus far there have been no' 
tidings of-his whereabouts. 


Tlie sentiment about the streets is that 
o one would weep very copiously should 
holtz manage to get away, and retain 
is liberty for all time to come; but this 
entimont will not prevent the Sheriff 
0111 iloiii},' his duty and doing all he

The Inexplicable Faculty of Recol- 


lection. 


Mysteries Which Can Not Be Explained— 


C'uune* That Produced Singular RMUlti 


—Instances of Forgetfulneu and 


Sudden Recoveries. 


There is no faculty so inexplicable as 


memory. It is not merely that its 
powers vary so much in different indi- 
vhhmls as that every one has found his 
or her own liable to the most unac- 
countable changes. Why vivid im- 
pressions should seem to become en- 
tirely obliterated, and then suddenly 
spring to light without the slightest 
effort of our own is a mystery which is 
not easily explained. Many have ex- 
perienced this in trying to recall 
name, a tune, or a quotation, perhaps, 
nnd then have it present itself unbid- 
den when considerable time has elapsed 
and the thoughts are on another subject, 
and also many must know the uneasy 
feeling with which one will search and 
search for a missing article, and.the re- 
lief when, in some mysterious way, the 
knowledge of where it is flashes across 
the mind and the article is found. 
A 


retentive memory is considered of such 
importance that it is the first object 
iu education. And so essential did the 
aneiouts regard it for any work of 
imagination that they described the 
muses as "daughters of memory." 


There tiro many examples of this 


grunt.power in men of high abilities. 
Thomistocles, we are told, could pall 
by name every citizen of Athens, and 
the number was twenty thousand. 
Cyrus knew the name of every soldier 
in his army. Hortenciu.s had so great 
a memory that ho recollected not only 
every word he himself had meditated, 
Imt every sentence of his adversary's 
oration, even to the titles and docu- 
ments brought forward to support a 
casu against him. 


It is not at all strange to find a mem- 


ory retentive on some subjects and ex- 
tremely defective on others. A lady of 
iny acquaintance could tell the number 
of stairs contained in each flight in the 
houses where- she had lived, and it 
seemed almost impossible for her to 
retain for any length of time a remem- 
brance of things more important. Miss 
Aildison, daughter of the celebrated 
Addison, necmed to inherit her father's 
memory without his sound power of 
understanding. She could repeat any 
part of her father's works, in fact, the 
whole of many, but could not speak or 
write an intelligent sentence of her 
own. 
Sho was a perfect imbecile. Tile 


power of calculation entirely from 
memory is surprising. The famous 
mathematician Wallis could extract the 
cube root from a sum of thirty figures 
in bed and in the dark. It is said 
(ieurge 111. neyer forgot a face onc« 
seen or a naino ho had onoe hoard. 
Carolan 
had a quick and retentive 


memory. 
On one occasion he met a 


celebrated musician at the house of nn 
Irish nobleman and urged him to a 
trial of musical skill. 
The musician 


played the fifth concerto of Viraldi on 
liis violin. Carolan had never heard il 
and listened with deep attention, and 
when it was finished took his harp and 
played the same concerto from begin- 
ning to end, not missing a note. 


Cases of forgetfulnees on matters ol 


interest are on record. When Dr. 
Priestley was preparing his work enti- 
tled "Harmony of the Gospels" he had 
taken great pains to inform himself on 
a subject which had been under dis- 
cussion relating to the Jewish pass- 
over. He wrote out the result of his 
researches and laid the paper away. 
His attention and time being taken 
with something else, some little time 
elapsed before the subject occurred to 
his mind again. Then the same time 
and pains were given the subject that 
had been given the subject before, and 
they were again put upon paper and 
laid aside. So completely had he for- 
gotten he had copied the same para- 
graphs and reflections before that it 
was only when he found the papers on 
which he had transcribed them that it 
,wos.called to his recollection. Man?
